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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 


Tue extensive popularity and patronage bestowed upon our 
Establishment, induce us to present to our friends a Catalogue of 
the Hardy Trees and Shrubs, arranged at considerable labor and 
expense, with brief notes of their native habitats, their growth 
and adaptation for shade or embellishment. We give special 
attention to their culture, and solicit an inspection of our stock. 
We here premise that our remarks are our own, for which we 
are responsible. Prices, also, are such as we can live by in the 
most moderate way, with every facility for their propagation and 
culture that means, ability, or art can afford. Several of the 
new Evergreens, and a few deciduous Shrubs, we have not 
proven sufficiently to offer them, or note their habits of hardiness 
or special locality. 

The soil of Rosedale Nursery is peculiarly adapted for the 
growth of trees and the formation of roots—all who visit the 
establishment are struck with the growth and color of our ever- 
greens. Special attention given to lifiing, packing, and nam- 
ing every article sent off. Orders promptly executed and for- 
warded as directed, all at the risk of the purchaser, after the 
goods are shipped or delivered to the forwarders, for which re- 
ceipts or bills of lading are always taken. Many of the rarer 
sorts of evergreens are kept in pots, and can be transported at. 
any period of the season. We must observe that nearly all 
planters of coniferous evergreens commit the same fatal error in 
planting the margins of walks, carriage-roads, and drives. Trees 
are generally small when procured from the nursery, and they 
are at once planted about three to six feet from the edge of an 
entrance in place of twenty feet. Where an approach is required 
to be belted with Pines or Spruce, the ground should be well 
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prepared, at least twenty feet from the edge of the drive; and 
any quick-growing tree, such as Silver Maple, planted close to 
the verge to give shade or shelter. When the evergreens have 
attained the height of fifteen or twenty feet, the Maples can be 
dispensed with and removed to some boundary, or destroyed. 
Some may think this a tedious process, but it is the best and 
most permanent for having an approach to a mansion worthy of 
a name, and it will be a permanent memento of the planter to 
all eyes of taste. 


N.B. All addvesses should be plainly written as well as the 
consignees—the conveyance specified. If not, we will forward 
by the best, in our opinion. 

Trees and Shrubs can. be removed from Octcber to April 
whilst the ground is open. The roots of trees should never be 
exposed to the air after arrival. They should be watered and 
placed in the earth at once, till properly planted.
